TRANSFERRING THE DETAINED IMMI- 
GRANTS TO SANDY HOOK, 


Hiow Contaminated Clothing and Furnit- 
ture Are Disinfected at the Metrop- 
olis — Suspects on thse Steamer Ne- 
vada—List of Steamers Now Detained 
or Fumigation—Cruelty at Camp Low 
tase Case at Elizabeth, N. J. 


New Yor«, Sept. 19.—Cholera as a news 
subject appears to-day to have passed astern 
of public interest. Politics and tne Grand 
Army encampment at Washington “have 
crowded cholera news along in the news 
columns of the morning papers and the 
service of plague news for local consumption 
fairly reflects the public sentiment. 

In its official bulletin this morning the 
Board of Health states thatno cholera has 
appeared in thecity sinceits last bulletin, 
and from quarantine this morning comes 
tidings that/the Anchor Line steamer Furnes- 
sia, from Glasgow, arrived at quar- 
antine at 6:45 o’clock this morning 
with 629 cabin passengers and all 
well. Among the saloon passengers were 
L. W. Brown, United States Consul at Glas- 
gow; Capt. and Mrs. Catlin, Rev. James La- 
mont and Rev. D. B. McDonald, D. D., Glas- 
gow. 

The day isa glorious sample of the autumn 
weather, the air fresh and the skies softened 
with some clouds. Many of those who ina 
spasm of caution had taken to boiled water 
and acids, who had eschewed butter, cheese 
and fresh vegetables, are: found relaxing to 
the old dietary regime. 

SENT TO SANDY HOOK. 

Three hundred and fifty-six detained pas- 
sengers were taken to Sandy Hook this morn- 
ing from Hoffman Island, making the total 
population of quarantine there, 1,065 persons. 
Of the number landed this morning, 356 were 
from the steamer Rugia and thirteen from 
the Scandia, both of them pest ships. 

Gen. Hamilton was highly indignant at 
Health Officer Jenkins for sending the Scan- 
dia passengers here to mix with the other 
people, as they have been confined in the 
pest hospitalon Swinburne Isiand, and one 
of them was only released from there yes- 
terday. Seven of them were released on the 
14th and four more onthe 15th inst., and one 
on the following day. They were ordered to 
be instantly isolatéd during the whole of 
their detention in quarantine. Seconda 
Officer Perseleus of the Rugia went to Sandy 


Hook this morningin charge of the new ar- 


rivals and began bullying, cursing 
and shouting in different dialects 
at the unfortunate women and children who 
were kept standing on the dock until 10 
o’clock awaiting registration. So offensive 
did the conduct of this man become that he 
created trouble between passengers and the 
camp officials, to whom he announced that 
he wasin chargeof the passengers. Gen. 
Hamiliton, on hearing of this, came out and 
seizing the fellow by the neck, threw him 
from among the peopleand informed him 
thatif he was beard from again during his 
stay incamp he would be put in irons. No 
sickness reported so far. Matters are quiet 
at Fire Island, 
A DEATH ON THE NEVADA. 

John Knox, 41 years old, a fireman on the 
Allan Line steamer Stateof Nevada, which 
left Glasgow Sept.7 andarrived here Sept. 
14, was found dead on the deck of the steamer 
near one of the hatchways lastevening. The 
man had complained of a pad 
attack of diarrhea early in the 
merning and when he was discovered dead 
on the deck, Capt. Maine at once notified the 
health authorities, fearing that Knox might 
have been a victimofcholera. A policeman 
was dispatched for Dr. Roberts, Chief of 
the Bureau of ‘Contagious Diseases, 
who arrived at the steamer, which 
is lying at her pier at the foot of 
West Twenty-third street, North Kiver, at 
97:300’clock. After making an examination 
he ordered the steamer thoroughly fumigated 
and also closed the pier and quarantined 
those on the ship. The State of Nevada was 
riot detained at quarantine last Wednesday, 
having exhibited a clean Dill of health. 

The steamships still anchored in Lower 
Quarantine are the Moravia, Normannia, 
Scandia, Bohemia and Heligoland. In Upper 
Quarantine are the La Bretagne, Norde, 


Suevia, Ruxia, Washington City, Cambria 


and Furnessia. 

The Wyoming remains at anchor in Grave- 
gend Bay. 

The 10 o’clock bulletin of the Health Board 
to-day read: ‘‘No cholera has appeared in 
this city since the last bulletin.’’

DESTROYING CONTAMINATED ARTICLES. 

The Bureau of Disinfectants is one of the 
busiest institutions in New York just now, 
Three days ago Dr. Biggs took charge of the 
disinfection machinery of the city. He 
corps often physicians and-as ma disin- 
fectors with wagons, ambulances and c 
sufficient for 


quickly secured. .The plan for running the 
bureau in case of a scourge has all en 
thought out. It only remains for Dr. Biggs 
to touch the button and a-large and compe- 
tent force of physicians and disinfectors will 
épring into life. 

AS soon as a caseof cholera is reported 
word is sent tothe depot of disinfectants, 
giving the name of the patient and the char- 
acter of the house. A physician, accompanied 
by two disinfectors with the disinfecting 
wagon, startsfor the place. Before going on 
duty the physician and disinfectors have 
changed their clothing, so as nottocarry 
germs into their own families, The additional 
ep epaapentae is taken of wearing a long, close- 

tting rubber duster and rubber gauntlets, 
such as is worn by physicians when perform- 
ing autopsies. As soon as the wagon arrives 
atthe house the disinfectors put on their 
rubber clothing and follow the physician into 
the building. If tne patient ts alive the phy- 
Sicilian devotes himself to the business of 
Savinglife, Ifdeath has preceded him he 
places a guard of doctors onthe house. The 
disinfectors begin their work at once. 

Every movable fabric is taken up and put 
into sacks made of closely woven bagging. 
The sacks thus filled with curtains, rugs, 
clothing, pillows, cushions, mattresses, com- 
fortables, etc., are bound tightly with cords 
and carrieGtothe wagon. The bedclothing, 
linen, etc., are soaked in strong solutions of 
carbolic acid. All articles soiled by the dis- 
charges of patients are soaked Ina solution 
of bi-chloride of mercury. The furniture is 
scrubbed and the walis and woodwork are 
scoured. 

Upholstored furniture and carpets are 
“a eget in a room for sulphur fumigation. 
The water-closets are thoroughly cleansed 
with the solution of bi- chloride of mercury or 
corrosive sublimate. Not a corner of the 
house, not an article, is left uncieansed. The 
disinfectors carry all the drugs necessary for 
the work, and there is not any delay on that 
account. The inmates of the house are sub- 

ected at once to the closest watching. 

hey become prisoners at once. Their per- 
sons, as wellas thefr clothing, are cleansed 
and their habits and conditions are closely 
observed, sothat the first symptoms of the 
cholera may be notedin case of infection. 
All discharges from the members of the fam. 
ily are received in vessels containing the cor- 
rosive sublimate or copperas solution. The 
bodies of the dead are removed to the receiv- 
ing rooms of the Health: Department at the 
foot of Sixteenth street. After these precau- 
tions are taken the same cleansing process is 
applied tothe entire buliding. The articles 
collected from the sick room are carried to 
the depot of disinfectants and burned inthe 
crematory. 


IT WAS NOT CHOLERA. 


A FALSE REPORT SET AFLOAT IN THE 
CAPITAL—OTHTER POINTS. 

CITY OF MEXICO,Sept. 19.—Owling to rumors 
that cholera had made its appearance in the 
Nineteenth Infantry, stationed four miles 
from here, an official of the government. ac- 
companied bya number of doctors, visited 
the barracks yesterday morning and aftera 
thorough Investigation found that there was 
no trace of the disease. 

A yellow fever hospital had been estab- 
lished at Cordon Bay, where there are a num- 
ber of refugees from Vera Cruz. The disease 
is disappearing from Vera Cruz, Coacoaloas, 
Cordoba and Tampico under the infiuence or 
the cold weather. 

The National Board of Health has tele- 
graphed orders that the strictest lookout 
ior cases of contagious diseases is 
to be maintained at all Mexican 
ports and along the frontier, and 
the officials at these places are ordered to 
report the exact state of health prevailing in 
their respective territories. The reports 
which have been telegraphed here regarding 
the outbreak of cholera in New York City are 
causing much consternation, 


MEXICAN 


SCARE AT MONTREAL. 
MONTREAL, Sept. 18.—A report gained cur- 
rency to-day that a vessel had come up to 
the city from Hamburg with cholera on 
board, but it was found to be untrue. The 
report arose from the fact thatthe Hamburg- 
American steamer Wandranam, which was 
inspected at Grosse Isle on the 12th inst., 
arrived in port to-day, but was ordered into 
quarantine by the Provincial Board of Health 
until the ten days required by law had ex- 
pired. 
DEATH ATLA LIBERTAD. 
PANAMA, Sept. 19.—A telegram from San 
Salvador statesthat a death from cholera 
has occurred at La Libertad, on the Pacific 


coast of the Republic, and a short distance 
fromthe capltal. The victim of the disease 
was a nun recently arrived from Europe, 


THE PLAGUE IN EUROPE, 
A CASE ON THE STEAMER URANUS AT HULL FROM 
HAMBURG. 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—The steamer Uranus, 
which arrived at Hull from Hamburg, was 
duly examined by the health authorities of 
Hull and pronounced free from infection, 
Thereupon the vessel was admitted last even- 
ingto its dock, to unload. The unloading 
was going on to-day when one of the 
firemen of the Uranus was taken suddenly

WAR OF EXTERMINATION, 


Negroes Threaten to Slay All Their 
White Neighbors. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 19.—There is a 
negro uprising in Ohampagnolle Township, 
Calhoun County. The Dbiacks swear they 
will kill every white man, woman 
and child inthe township. Saturday after- 
noon the whites, under the leadership of 
Capt. James went to the place where 
the negroes were congregated and 
endeavored to arrange a peaceful 
settlement of the troubles. The negroes 
opened fire upon the party, wounding Capt. 
James in the leg. A _ general fight 
then ensued, during which four negroes 
were killed and one was captured. 
More trouble is expected, as the negroes are 
backed by dangerous and determined 
white men. The cause of the trouble is the 
dissatisfaction of the negroes with the new 
election law.

Again the Veterans Answer It on 
the Potomac’s Banks. 


Twenty-Sixth Annual Session of the 
Grand Army. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL A MASS OF 
FLAGS AND FLOWERS. 


Ideal Weather Greeted the Marching 
Thousands—Grand Army Place Dedi- 
cated— Vice-President Morton Aots for 
the President and Makes an Address— 
The Warship Kearsarge Reproduced— 
Handshaking and Heunions Occupy 
the Day. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., Sept. 19.—Twenty-six 
years ago, in the State of Illinois, there was 
initiated a movement, resuiting in the or- 
ganization for fraternal, charttable and 
loyal purposes of the men Who at their coun- 
try’s call left hearth and home to devote the 
best energies of their manliood to its salva- 
tion. In 1866 the Grand Army Of the Repub- 
lic was founded with B. F. Stephenson of 
Illinois as first Commander-in-chief. In- 
cluded in its ranks were many men who had 
become. famous throughout the civilized 
world for their brilliant achievements 
in the field of war and on the sea, 
and there are also uprtold. thousands 
of the men unknown to the worla by 
name and who never wore any more 
pretentious uniform than the blue blouse 
and trousers, but who were the units that 
made upthe grandest force of warriors in 
numbers and warlike deeds thatthe world 
had everknown. When their duty was done 
and their country was saved, these countless 
thousands laid cown their muskets and 
swords and returnedto the pursuits of 
a peaceful life, leaving behind the habits of 
the fleld and camp and becoming once more 
farmers, merchants and mechanics and la- 
borers. Butoncea yearit has been the cus- 
tom of many of them to come together at 
some central point and exchanging fraternal 
greetings, revive the memory of the days 
gone by of war and valor and bitter struggle 
and heroic endurance, of hardship and dis- 
aster and of final and glorious Victory. For 
twenty-fiVe years the comrades have met 
in this way, but never in that long time have 
they gathered at Washington. P 

Now the ranks are thinning out; old faces 
are missing and the list of the famous gener- 
als who led their men to victory and placed 
their names on the imperishable roll of honor, 
is growing less. £0, asthe years rolled past 
and the comrades dropped nt of line the 
remainder ofthat great host has longed to 
come once again to the capital city and 
tread once more the broad sweep ofthat 
magnificent avenue on which they steppea 
with erect igure and martial bearing in 1865 
at the end of the war? 

At last this longing has been gratified and 
to-day the Grand Army of the Republic be- 
gins the first day of the week’s reunion in the 
city of Washington. 

For days past the comrades have been 
gathering from every part of the Union. 
Great cities, small towns, little hamlets and 
solitary farm-hbouses have sent their quotas 
greater or smaller, and the result is an at- 
tendance thatno man can closely estimate, 
and one certainly surpassing that ever before 
seen in Washington. Allthrough last night 
the trains arrived in so many sections as to 
constitute an intricate problem in railroad 
management, andevery train was laden with 
comrades with their wives and sons and 
daughters. Besides there were many sight- 
seers not connected with the G. A. R. at- 
tracted by the spectacular displays expected 
to be seen during the week. 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

All of these people were taken care of as 
they arrived by the members of the Keceoption 
Committee or the numerous corps of bright 
High School boys Who were detailed for the 
service. Those who had secured accommo- 
dation at hotels or boarding houses were di- 
rected to their destination; those who heed- 
lessly and without regard to warning 
circulars sent out by the Cltizens’ Committee 
neglected to engage lodgings, were furnished 
with addresses where bed and board might 
be had, andthe great army of veterans who 
have availed themselves of the free quarters 
tendered by the citizens of Washington were 
escorted to their temporary quarters. In 
some way everybody was cared for. The vast 


barracks erected in Garfield Park, southeast ' 


of the Capitol, and those just south of the 
reunion grounds, known as Camp Alger, 
were filled by thousands of veterans, and in 
addition the many handsome public school 
buildings which are the pride of the city 
were turned into temporary yuarters for as 
many of the veterans as could find room to 
lie side by side. The multitude of white tents 
which covered the avallable space in the 
monument grounds and the White Lot 
were also filled with sleeping comrades. All 
of these quarters were furnished to the G. A, 
R. free of cost by the citizens of Wasbington, 
andin their grateful sheiter reposed many 
scarred and time-worn veterans, lying under 
the shadow of the Capitol which they pre- 
served to the Union, or in sight of the south- 
ern facade of the White House, whose martyr 
occupant issued the Clarion call which caused 
so many of them to give up health and 
strenuth and youth through their ready 


response. 
ALL QUIET ON THE POTOMAC, 

Crowds of visitors thronged thé camps in 
the early hours of the night, and more or less 
bustle and confusion followed the arrival of 
each belated post, but as the night wore 
alongand the darkness deepened and the 
noises of the day died out, they slept peace- 
fully, these grizzled veterans, and it might

The public buildings have received special 
care in their decorations, and those of the 
White House andthe Treasury tment 
are conspicuously elaborate and beautiful. 
On the north front of the White House are 
displayed the national coat-of-arms, 
framed in_ the pational colors an 
surmounted by clusters of flags. At the 
apex of the porto cochere depend wide bands 
of tri-colored bunting which fs caught back 
at either side, displaying the decorations 
over and above the massive doors of the 
mansion. The pillars in front are bound 
with flags and upon each one ig hung a shield 
bearinga corps badge. These ges are 
also placed at intervals along the entire 
front of the building. Directly over the front 
door hangs a bronze Grafid Army badge five 
feetinlength. Flags hangfrom the windows 
around the entire building and the. effect is 
pleasing in the extreme. , 2 

The wings of the State, War and Navy 
Buildings are completely covered with flags 
and streamers of bunting and present a very 
beautiful appearance. he Treasury is more 
profusely decorated than any of the depart- 
ment buildings. The longline of granite “ong 
lars on the east side are covered with bright 
new flags, and on each hangsa large sh eld 
in colors bearing some appropriate legend. 
Heavy folds of bunting are festooned from 
the coping around the four sides of the bulld- 
ing and jfac similes of the great Treasury seal 
depend from the roof oneach side. Flags 
are everywhere displayed, and the general 
effect is very pleasing. The feature of the 
decorations of the Post-office Department 
Building is the display of the portraits in 
heroic size of resident Lincoln, 
Gens. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Logan, 
Thomas, McPherson, Banks, Rosecranz and 
others of the foremost Generals of the war. 
Each of these is the center ofan artistic de- 
sign in the national colors. The Interior De- 
partment Building is also tastefully decor- 
ated, as are the Agriculture Building and the 
old Department of Justice, Of more than 
usual merit, from an artistic standpoint, are 
the reviewing stands that have been erected 
by the Citizens’ Committee for the use of the 
Vice-President and the Commander-in-Chief. 
That which has been erected for the former 
and the members of the Cabinetis on Penn- 
sylvania avenue, directly in front of the 
Treasury Building. The Vice-President’s 
stand occupies the portion with wings 
on each side. A graceful dome- 
like roof or canopy which covers 
the central portion has been appropriately 
draped in gilt and colors, the national colors 
prevailing. Flagsof the United States and 
emblems of the Grand Army constitute an 
important part in the decoration. The stand 
will accommodate about 500 people. Equally 
pleasing, but of an entirely different design, 
is the stand from which Commander-in-Chief 
Paimer and his staff and invited guests will 
review the marching veterans, This stand 
has been erected in front of 
the War Department, and is 
much larger than the one intended 
for the Vice-President. This stand will show 
more equally the distinctive character of the 
occasion. Itisa Grand Army stand. Pedes- 
tals at the entrance support stands of colors, 
and there are otheremblems of a character 
familiar to the old soldiers, In regard to the 
other colors, this general scheme was car- 
ried out. The stand for the accomodation of 
the 500 school children who are tocheer the 
veterans on their march by singing national 
hymns and many of the old-time war songs, 
ha@ been bullt on the orner of 
Fifteenth street, opposite the ‘Treasury 
grounds and facing down ths avenue, Here 
the decorations are simple, but effective. 
Portraits of Lincoln, Washington and some 
of the famous generals occupy positions on 
the front of the structure, intertwined with 
flags and sprigs of laurel. Atintervais 
along the front appear the names of some of 
the decisive battles of the war. All of the 
supporters are entwined with evergreens. 
As elsewhere, the red, white and Diue pre- 
dominate. The Pension hall, where the 
Citizens’ Committee will hold a 
ception in honor the 
ficers and members of 
encampment, ts also lavishly decorated. 
thetopof each of the lower columns which 
surround the hall is the shield surrounded 
with flags. A similar scheme ig carried out 
onthe upper tier of columns. The shields on 
the lower pillars bear the names of proml- 
nent generals in the warand those in the 
upper row the names of Well known battles. 
At each end of the hall, high up in the center, 
have been placed the portraits of Lincoin 
and Grantandat the side are those of Har- 
risonand Morton. Around these portraits, 
flags are grouped. The upper portion of the 
walls, as wellas the great céntral pillars, are 
appropriately treated andin the full flood of 
eléctric light which will fill the hall on the 
nightofthe reception, the scene will be an 
inspiring one, 


GRAND ARMY PLACE. 

The feature of the day, full of events as it 
was, and one of historic interest, was the 
inauguration and dedication of Grand Army 
Place, as itis callea, which is known as the 
White Lot, just south of the grounds of the 
executive mansion. It is one magnificent 
lawn, comprising many acres of ground, cov- 
ered with well-kept green sod and unbroken 
by a single tree or bush, In the center of the 
fleld, representing Richmond, the capital of 
the Confederacy, is a comfortable grand- 
stand. Surrounding it are myriads of tents 
set apart and representative of the position 
of the various army corps that wound up the 
war. To the northeast of Richmond 
lies the Army of the Potomac, comprising the 
cavalry, the Twenty-second, Ninth, sixth, 
Fifth, Third and First Corps and artillery. 
Tothe north iesthe Army of the OCumber- 
land, the Cavalry of the West, the Army of 
West Virginia, Ninth Corps; the Army of 
Ohio, Twenty-third Oorps; the Fourth Corps, 
the Fourteenth, the Provisional corps, the 
Twentieth Corps (madeupof the Eleventh 
and Twelfth Corps) and the colored troops. 

The Army of the James, the Eighteenth, 
Tenth, Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
Corps, the prisoners of war, the medal of 
honor menand Shields Division occury the 
southeastern part of the fleld. To the south- 
west of Richmond lies the Army ofthe Ten- 
nessee, ‘‘hirteenth, Fifteenth, sixteenth, 
Seventeenth and Seventh corps, the Army 
of the Mississippi, Nineteenth Corps; 
Army of the Gulf and the Naval 
forces. Five great tents, known as Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Meade and Thomas 
tents, separate the four great divisions. In 
these tents, of which Grant tent is the larg- 
est, will be held the reunjons of the ‘in rege

corps. The smaller tents are laid out in re 
ular avenues and bear large colored symbois 
indicative of theicorps to which they are as- 
signed. The novelty of the ground is the 
place set apart for the reunion ofthe naval 
and marine veterans, oh which hag been 
erected a reproduction of the famous frigate 
Kearsarge, which sunk the Confederate 
cruiser Alabama after she had made her un- 
paralleled record as a destroyer of com- 
merce, 

Preliminary tothe festivities of the week 
was the dedication of Grand Army Place. 
The plaga surrounding the flag tower, where 
the dedicatory exercises were held, was 
crowded to its utmost capacity before noon, 
the hour fixed upon for the event. After the 
Vice - President and Commander-in-Ubief 
were escorted tothe stand from the review- 
ing stand, where they saw the parade, the 
1,500 seats on the platform were occupied by 
prominent G. A. RK. and W. KR. C. officers and 
Government Officials,a most distinguished 
gathering, 

The assembly call on the bugle secured par- 
tial order and the Marine Band played a 
national air, after which Comrade McKiro 
formally called the assemblage to order and 
introduced Rev.|S. B. Paine, D, D., of an 
Grove, N.J., Chaplain-in-Chief, who deliv- 
ered the dedicatory prayer. Anotheratr by 
the Marine Band followed and then Com- 
mander-in-Ohief Palmer made the introduc- 
tory address, As hearose ont tform 
the old soldiers gave him a most onate 
greeting.

SOLDIERS AND SAILORS OF THE GRAND ARMY OF

a comrade, and as Commander-in-Chief of the army 
and navy ofthe United States. The President has 
lately been standingatthe gates of the nation to 
challenge the entrance of an implacable enemy 
that must be confronted at the outposts. While we 
need his high resolve and inflexible will in defense 
ofthe people from an insidious foe, now that he is 
standing atthe bedside of one dearer to him than 
life, we may not forget what he owes to the teuder- 
est relation of humanity and acora of affectionate 
sympathy reaches him from *very hamlet and home 
in =e land.

The flag oa the staff 150 feet overhead was 
then unfuried and saluted by a park of artil- 
lery. With the ‘‘star-spangled banner’’ by 
the Marine Band the dedication of Grand 
Army Place wascomplete and thousands of 
comrades dispersed. 

The committee of the Commercial Club, 
Indianapolis, which is charged with the duty 
of laboringto secure the next national en- 
campment at that city, reached here this 
morning twelve hours late. They were pre- 
ceded by Gov. Chase and Col. I. N. Walker, 
both ex-department commanders. Their 
labors, it is believed, will not be very oner- 
ous, in view of the assurances already given 
to the representatives of Indianapolis, who 
were previously on the fleld. Support was 
given yesterday that partially settled the fact 
that Indianapolis will getthe next encamp- 
ment.

THE PARADE. 

The parade started at 10 0’clock and was 
formed as follows: First or regular brigade, 
consisting of four troops United States Army 
Caqalry, five batteries and Nght batter 
Third United States Artillery, commande 
by Brevet Brigadier-General Guy Henry.

Fifth Brigade, Sons of Veterans, escorted 
by National Rifles, commanded by Col. H. 8. 
Buckland, Sons of Veterans Guard. 

The Mary Logan Cadets, a company of 
young ladies from Ohlo, were assigned toa 
place in line and were liberally applauded by 
the crowds that lined the avenue. 

During the parade the avenue was Kept 
Clear of vehicles and the crowd. Wire had 
been stretched along the sldewalk the entire 
route to be traversed by the procession and a 
large squad of police saw that every one Kept 
behind this line, The result was that there 
was no Interference. 

Upon the reviewing stands with the Vice 
President were the members of the Cabinet 
inthe city andthe Commander-in-Chief and 
his staff. 

After the parade had passea the reviewing 
stand, the regular cavalry and Light Battery 
‘Oo’? proceeded from the reviewing 
stand to the white lot, escorting 
the Vice-President. Following the Vice- 
President came the Albany corps of veterans 
escorting Commander-in-Chief Palmer. Up- 
on reaching the white lot the cavalry drew 
up tn line, and as the Vice- President ascended 
the steps leading to the stand from which the 
Grand Army Place was to be dedicated a sa- 
lute of one hundred guns was fired.

Annetta L. Madden Wishesto Be Freed 
from Her Comnion-Law Marriage. 


* New York, Sept. 19.—An action brought by 
Annetta L. Madden or Siegrist, a singer of 
French songs, anda dancer under the name 
of Blanche Siegrist, againstBilly Madden, the 
sporting man, has features novel to 
the raft of recent similar actions 


to establish common law - marriages. 
Madden and Eileen McGuinness of Hoboken 
were married at Mechanicsville, N., Y. on 
July 15 last, according to reports. The plain- 
tiff wants alimony. Of her alleged marriage 
she says that Madden objected to 
a public ceremony. He put a “ring 
on her finger and said: ‘*‘Now and 
henceforth, lamyour husband; will you be 
my wife?’’ She angwered in the affirmative 
and he said: ‘‘Letustell your parents that 
we are married.’’ ‘‘What you are saying,’’ 
she replied, *‘is allright between ourselves, 
but mamma will want some more satisfying 
proof that we are married,.’’ He said: **I 
will get a marriage certificate and give it to 
her, now that we are married.’’ She says 
they drove in her mother’s carriage from her 
home to One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street, where they visited ,a friend of Mad- 
den’s, named George Blaék, and procured 
a blank marriage certificate, which she filled 
up and which both of them signed. Madden 
wrote the names George Black and Rev. Dr. 
Jackson. The certificrte runs: 

This certifies that onthe 2d day of Pebruary, in 
the year of our Lord 1888, William Madden and 
Annetta L. Siegrist, were by me united in marriage 
at New York City according to the laws of the State 


of New York.

They then drove back to her mother’s 
house, where Madaen said to her mother, ‘‘I 
trust you will forgive me. I and Blanche 
have been married to-day and I trust you 
will find me a good son-in-law.’* The mother 
thought he was joking, but when he 
showed her the certificate she kissed her 
daughter ‘‘fondly, and burst into tears.’’ 
The next day they went to Rochester, where 
their company appeared with Jack Dempsy, 
‘*the nonpareil.’’ She was introduced to 
Jack by Madden as his wife. On the return 
from the road they lived at hotels 
as Mr. and Mrs. Madden. They went 
to reside with her mother, and Mad- 
den was known to =Mher “relatives as 
her husband. These relatives included her 
stepfather, Francois Siegrist, whois a come- 
dian and mimic; her mother, Marietta, re- 
tired, who was a rope-walker, and chal- 
lenged Bloncin to cross the Hud- 
son on a rope; her three brothers, 
acrovats; Flora, her _ sister, wife of 
the actor, John T. Kelly, and her aunt, Marie 
Vanoni, who is not much older than the 
niece. She went with him to London in June, 
isy0, and registered as (Mr. and Mrs, 
Madden. There she was introduced. as 
Mrs. Madden to Richard K. Fox, Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph McAuliffe, Pony Moore 
and George W. Atkinson. She introduced 
Madden as her husband to her aunt, Marie 
Vanoni, who was playing at the Empire 
Theater. After they had returned 
here she went abroad alone 
for her health in June, 1891. 
She, accepted an engagement in 
London and performed at the Trocadero 
Music Hall. She says they lived together at 
her mother’s house up to July 12last. He 
wanted ber to get $1,000 from her mother to 
start a road-house at Mecbanicsville, but as 
other loans had _ resulted disastrously 
she could not yet her mother 
tomaketheloan. He left. her afterkissing 
her goodbye the morningof July 12, saying 
he would pe back ina few days from Mechan- 
icsville. Three days later her mother came 
to her withan evening paper in her hand 
saying: *‘Blanche, what does this mean?’’ 
The paper announced the marriage of Lileen 
McGuinress and Madden, Blanche did not 
belleve it. Next day she found the mother 
of Kileenin a tenement in Madison street, 
Hoboken.

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IS VERHOEF ALIVE? 


The Kentuckian’s Sister Doss Not Credit 
the Story Told by Peary. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. ,Sept. 19.—The announce- 
ment that the sister of John M. Verhoef, 
whom Lieut. Peary reports as having iost his 
life in Greenland a few days prior to the 
sailing of the Arctic explorer for:home, dis- 
credits the statement and believes her 
brother is still living, has'created much com- 
ment here. Miss Verhoef is now at Wilming- 
ton, Del., where she went to interest her 
uncle, Rev. A, N. Kelgwin, in the matter. 
In talking of the report of her brother’s 
death to a newspaper representative 
in Wilmington, Miss Verhoef said 


her brother had been disappointed in the ex- 
pedition. He was opposed to Mrs. Peary ac- 
compaeyen the party and would not have 
gone with them had he known that she was 
determined to GO. Miss Verhoef believes that 
her brother, feeling that he had not been 
treated properly by Lieut. Peary, determined 
to make investigations on his own account. 

Miss Verhoef will accordingly cometo the 
Academy of Natural Science, in this city, and 
demand that an expedition be sent to the re- 
lief of her brother. 

Miss Verhoef is indignant over Peary’s offer 
of a gun to the man who should find Verhoef, 
and also overthe dispatch sent to Verhoef’s 
family stating that he was probably dead. 
She says Peary is ungrateful and unjust to 
her brother. She also condemns the state- 
ments made by other members of the party 
0 oy her brother was hard to become friendly 
with. 

Miss Verhoef will remain in Wilmington 
until the arrival of the Kite in this city, when 
she will attend the reception to the party. 

Young Verhoef is 26 years old and is said to 
have been in training for this expedition for 
fifteen years. 

The story of Verhoef’s fate, as told by 
Peary, is that he was last seen onthe morn- 
ing of Aug. 11, when he started tovisit an 
Esquimau settlement some milesaway from 
the Peary camp. 

Failing to appear at an early day fears 
were entertained for his safety anda syste- 
matic search was instituted by the members 
of the Peary and Hellpin relief party, which 
had arrfvedon the Kite, assisted by nine 
Esquimaux and several of the ship’s crew, 

The search was extended alinost unremit- 
tingly through seven days and nights over 
mountain, ice and giacier and with a 
thoroughness that left no large area of coun- 
try accessible to the departed uncovered. 

No traces of the missing man were discov- 
ered until early on the sixth day, when ob- 
literate footprints, a few rock specimens 
piaced on a boulder and bits of paperfroma 
meat-tin label plainly indicated that days 
before a passage had been attempted over 
the dangerousiy crevassed portionofa huge 
giaciler discharging into the eastern extrem- 
ity of a bay lying immediately north of 
mcCormick Bay. 

A thorough survey of this glazier and of the 

approaches to it was made during three days, 
but only with a negative result. While easily 
traversed in its upper course, the lower por- 
tion of the ice sheet presents an impaSsabie 
barrier of crevasses and hummocks studded 
with treacherous snow bridges and deep 
holes, anditisall Dut certain that the un- 
fortunate man met his fate here. 
* Under this conviction, and recognizing the 
futility of further search, the expedition sor- 
rowfully returned to McCormick Bay, and 
soon afterward the Kite salled for home. 

Mr. Verhoef, whose only near relatives ap- 
pear to bea brother and sister, was about 26 
years old, a former student of Yale Coliege 
and latterly a resident of Louisville, Ky.

0.006; phosphorus, 0.15; total, 99.911. The re- 
cent analyses by Prof. Geuth of the tempered 
copper made at Northeast showed the com- 
position to be as follows: Silver, 0.025; cop- 
per, 99.981; tin, none; zinc, none; tron, 0.058; 
arsenic, 0.042; phosphorus, v.018,’’ 


Sprouting Wheat. 


Farco, N. D., Sept. 19.—What to do with 
sprouting wheat is a question that is bother- 
inga good many farmers in North Dakota 
this fall, especially in the James River Valley.

“ROMANISM AND THE REPUBLIC.” 


Dr. Carrington’s Severs Criticism of the 
Catholic Church. 


At the Methodist ministers’ meeting this 
morning at 1505 Lucas place, Rev. J. F. Car- 
rington read a paper entitled ‘‘Romanism 
and the Republiic,’’ in which he_ scores 
the Catholic Church and its min- 


ters for their alleged interference 
with the affairs of the Government. 
He declares Romanism to be the civil and re- 
ligious secret enemy of the republic, its con- 
Stitution and laws. Ile charges it 
with trying to obliterate every vestige 
of freedom and with attacking 
the constition, The Pope declares, 
he said, that he owes allegiance to no power, 
and that he is bound to respect no rights the 
ordained powersclaim. He claims that the 
Romish church has a right to  exer- 
Cise its authority without any limit 
set to it by the civil power and that the Pope 
and the Priest ougnt to have domain over 
the temporal affairs; that the Romish Church 
and her ecclesiastics have a right to 
immunity from civillaw, and in case of con- 
fiect between ecciestastical and civil law the 
Church ought to prevail. The Pope, said the 
Speaker, claims to be foreign and irre- 
Sponsible to law, and he pretends to annul 
the law itself and override all the States of 
the world. Hethencitesa few illustrations 
when he saysthe Pope set aside the laws 
of New Grenada, Sardinia, Austria 
and Spain between the years of 1853 and 1862. 
**Do we not see that an irrepressible conflict 
Willsoon be upon us as to the ascendency 
of the Pope or our constitution?’* 
said the reader. ‘*‘Which shall 
The Supreme Court has said that the con- 
stitution is the supreme law of the land and 
any power that puts itself, in 
opposition to this supreme law, civil 
or religious, is guilty of treason. But the 
Pope and his bishops have put them- 
selves in opposition! to this 

law by the dectees, 

encyclicals. They are guilty of treason. 
But ifthe chief enemy of our Republicis so 
bold to attack the very foundation and chief 
bulwark of our nation and its liber- 
ties what may we expect.when It comes to 
express itself in deflance of its institutions. 
The church has shown great wisdom in aim- 
ing and striking atthe institutions of the 
country, Knowing that whenthatis sapped 
that the whole fabric falls and 0be- 
comes an easy oprey to _ its enemies. 
She recognizes that the chief support of the 
Constitution and our national Hfe is our pub- 
lic schools, She knows as iong as they exist 
and have sway to educate:that they 
are an incalculable source of power and 
Strength tothe nation, and hence her most 
powerfullattacks have beeri and now are being 
made upon our whole public school system, 
which she charges are godless schools’ 
Dr. Carrington went on to say that when the 
|} Protestant Bible was in use In the schools the 
Catholics claimed that children were being 
taught the Protestant religion, and when the 
“Bible was done away with they raised the cry 
that the schools were godless. 

‘*Their opposition,’’ he said, ‘tis against 
the schools, knowing that the cause of lib- 
erty secures Its chief support from free edu- 
cation and that as long as 
they exist and have the support 
of the people they will prevent the advance 
of their principles and oe ee extinguish 
all hopes of their supremacy in the land. 
The decree of the plenary coun- 
cil of Baltimore was that near 
every church a parochial school be erected 
within two years of that edict, which was in 
1886; that the priest who neglected this duty 
deserved removal from thechurch. It is a 
fact that thousands of Catholics love the pub- 
lic schools, but here they are compelled. 
to withdraw and atten the parochial 
schools on the penalty, which of all things 
they most dread, of dying without priestly 
absolution, will be visited uponthem. Then 
after ali the Catholic children have been 
withdrawn from the public schools the next 
cry will be against taxation for the support 
of the schools which their children do not at- 
tend. Thisisto befollowedup by another 
cry for the division of the school funds for 
the support of Catholic schools.’’ 

Dr. Carrington went on to speak of the 
Jesuits and the alleged treasonable oath they 
took on entering the order and of many tréa- 
sonable edicts of the Pops. 

When he had finftshed the ministers present 
discussed the paper and some were induced 
to think Dr. Carrington took a too serious 
view ofthe situation. Protestants had much 
to be thankful for tn the growth of religion, 
and they believed the public schools were be- 
ing patronized by VUatholics as well as 
Protestants., m_/ -«

RESULTS OF THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMIS- 
: SION INQUIRY. 


Assessments Mads for Party Uses by Re- 
publican Appointees of Harrison—Con- 
fession of Frauds by Employes of the 
Government—Over the Political Field. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 18.—Nothing 
could more accurately show the attitude of 
¢the administration towards morality in the 
public service than the simple story of the 
Paltimore incident to.be here related. It re- 
VYeals—first, tine administration’s complete 
contempt for the civil service law and its re- 
fusal to enforce the statutes.against ‘‘admin- 
istration worker s,’’ even in a case where 
those statutes had been criminally violated 
by acts punishable by a fine of $5,000 and by 
three years’ imprisonment. It re- 
veals, secondly, an absolute disregard 
of ordinary standards of morality on the part 
of the administration in the selection and 
retention of men as publicservants; anentire 
willingness to retain in the service and to 
protect by every shiftydevice men who had 
pot only committed crimes denounced by the 
civil service law, but who had testified falsely 
and were self-accusod of cheating in elec 
tions, ballot-box stutting, the destruction of 
ballot-boxes, false counting and other of- 
fenses, possible only to men too destitute of 
moral sense to be safely trusted in any post- 
tion of responsibility. It reveals, thirdly, 
the methods by whi¢h the Administration 
has molded ‘the. civil service into a 
compact cohort of) workers for the 
renomination and re:election of President 
Harrison. The story does not rest upon the 
testimony of anyone hiostile to the Adminis- 
tration or to the Republican party. It is 
told by Theodore Rodsevelt, a Republican 
Civil Service Commissioner, upon the testi- 
mony of his own observation in part andin 
Other part upon thatof the men implicated 

the rascalities. It is indorsed by the en- 
tire Civil Servi¢ée Commission as an official 
report to the President. . 

RIVALS IN CORRUPTION. 

The Republican party in Baltimore is dl- 
vided intwo factions. One of these is called 
the Johnson-Afrey faction, after the Post- 
master, Johnson, und the~ United States 
Marshal, Afrey, who are its organizers and 
Jeaders. It represents the Federal office- 
bolders in Baltimore. The otheris the Hen- 
derson or the Henderson-Stone faction, after 
fits leaders, who are disappointed applicants 
for the offices of postmaster and marshal. 

In the spring of 1891 a Republican primary 
election was held, which involved the ques- 
tion of dominance between the two factions. 
The contest was one of great bitterness, and 
was attended by extraordinar; rascalities 
and some violence. The employes of the 
Government,particularly those in the Post- 
office, were the most active participants in 
{t and the authors of the violence and the in- 
stigators and perpetrators<of frauds. Com- 
plaint was made tothe Civil Service (ommis- 
sioner that the law was being violated, that 
assessments were levied and collected fora 
‘political purpose among Government em- 
ployes by Government officers in Government 
buildings, offenses specially forbidden by the 
law under heavy penalties of fine and im. 
prisonment. Commissioner Roosevelt was 
sent to Baltimore to investigage. He wit- 
nessed the election and afterwards diligent- 
Iy questioned the men who bad been 
guilty of the transgressions of the law. 
He found by the men’s own confessions 
that money in considerable sums had been 

- paised for factional purposes io the Govera- 
ment office buildings by assessment upon 
Government employes; that Government 
officers bad exacted these contributions and 
had received the money—in short, that the 
law On this subject had been flagrantly vio- 
latedin every possible way, and the service 
debauched in an extraordinary degree. He 
found that men who had criminally levied

Incidentally he discovered the immoral 
methods they employed in doing this, and he 
tells of these thingsin his report. He tells 
usthat there was cheating of every kind; 
that *‘pudding’’ ballots—foided together and 
cast as one—were freely used; that ballot 
boxes were broken open; that the judges of 
election themselves perpetrated the boldest 
frauds with brutal openness ;-that it was per- 
rectly understood that whichever side hap- 
pened to have two of the three judgesat 
any voting precinct was certain to win there. 
He tellsus that where cheating failed vio- 
lence and brawls were resorted to; that Mar- 
shal Afrey himself stooped to control results 
by dragging a judge from the window ;thatat 
another precinct a custom-house employe 
pulled down the window at which the votes 
were received and tried to stop the election; 
that the faction fighters *‘stood in’’ with the 
police, to avoid arrest themselves and to Se- 
cure the arrest of their opponents; that 
bribery, repeating and liilegal voting were 
everywhere employed. 

Ali this was freely confessed to Mr. Roose- 
velt upon the witness-stand by the Govern- 
Ment employes concerned. With some of 
them it was the practicein giving testimony 
for each to accuse the other of these offenses, 
and the commissioner remarks: ‘‘Il am in- 
clined to believe that in this respect there Is 
much reason to regard the testimony of each 
side as correct in its outline of the conduct of 
the other, but not allthese men had moral 
sense enough to look with disfavor upon 
cheating even upon the other side.’’ 

One Custom-house cierk named Horner tes- 
tifed tothis point: ‘‘I would have done the 
same thing myself. I believe indoing any- 
thing to witn.’’ Another named Reed gave 
testimony without a blushas follows: ‘‘I 
don’t say I wouldn’t cheatin the primaries. 
Who ever gets two judges wins.’’ 

Q.: ‘‘Each side cheats as much as it can?’’ 
A.: ‘*Certainly. That’s the way. Idolit 
just the same as they do. They hadtwo 
judges.’’ 

Q.. ‘‘How do you do your cheating?’’ 

A **Well, we do our cheating honor- 
ably. Ifthey catch us atitit’sallright; it’s 
fair. Leven carried the box home with me 
On one occasion. I have broken up more 
than one election.’’ 

NOTHING DONE. 

All this was formally reported to the Presi- 
dent-and to the department chiefs of the 
men concerned, and yet neither of these 
precious scoundreis have ever been removed 
oraskedtoresign from the public service. 
How long would any business man keep in 
hisemploy men whose moral sense made 
discriminations between ‘‘honorable cheat- 
ing’’ andthe other kind? These open pro- 
fessors of the ethics of the highwayman— 
who, also honorably, takes his risks in his 
depredations—have never had it inany way 
suggested tothem that thetrmoral concep- 
tions are below the standard which the Gov- 
ernment is entitled to exactof its employes 
in positions of financial responsibility. 

In his official report Mr. Roosevelt says that 
Chas. H. Kay, one ofthe Custom-house wit- 
nesses, ‘‘was caught in the most flagrant 
lalsehood,’’ and adds: ‘tl recommend that 
his dismissai be asked for on the ground that 
he has been guilty of flagrant mendacity, 
with intenttoimpede an official investiga- 
tion.’’ 

The Civil Service Commissioners officially 
indorsed that recommendation, but neither 
the President nor any of his 
subordinates have ever taken any 
step toward the man’s dismissal. 
Again Mr. Roosvelt reported and the com- 
mission,indorsed his words that ‘‘theevidence 
seems to be perfectly clear that both ot 
those offices (the Post-office and the Mar- 
shal’s office) were used with the purpose of 
interfering with or controlling the result of 
the primary election, and that there was a 
systematic, though sometimes indirect,effort 
made to assess the Government employes in 
both for political purposes.’’ This was in 
direct violation both of department regula- 
tions andofjhe criminal law, yet Johnson 
is still stmaster and Ofrey, who 
Mr. Roosevelt **furnished the 
brains’’ for proceedings, 
is still marshal, and the Government em- 
ployes they control by virtue of their official 

ositions are still closely banded together for 

actional work and known indifferently as 
the ‘‘Johnson faction’’ or ‘*the administra 

tion faction.’’ Mr.Roosevelt’s chief concern, 
however, was not with the general moral 
condition of the Government officers and 
clerks at Baltimore but with specific viola- 
tions ofthe civil service law, acts for which 
thestatue prescribes the removal and the 
prosecution of the offenders. He drew his 
information exclusively from the culprits 
themselves. lie torebore to make ad- 
verse recommendations in any case which 
was open tothe least doubt. He gave heed 
toevery possibly mitigating circumstance, 
yet he was constrained to recommend the 
dismissal of two men from the marshal’s 
office, two from the custom-house and 
twenty-one from the post-office, all for fla- 
grant and admitted transgressions of the 
law for which they were liable not only to 
dismissal, but to criminal prosecution as 
well. He mentioned others by name, invit- 
ing their superiors toinguire whether they 
were fit persons to be retainedin the public 
service, 

PROVEN GUILT. 

In urging the dismissals Mr. Roosevelt gave 
it as his conviction that ‘‘the time has come 
to show by example which everybody must 
understand that punishment will follow 

roven guilt.’’ But punishment did not fol- 

ow ‘‘proven guilt.’’ The example set 

taught quite a different lesson. it gave 
notice to all concerned that under the pres- 
ent administration the prohibitions of the 
civil service law are~dead letters; that the 
administration, inspite ofits promises and 

ledges, scorns the spiritof the statute and 

s ready to evade its letter for the sake of 

epeldtag **proven gullt’’jon the part of those 
whose offenses are offset by partisan zeal for 
the administration. Notone of these men, 
high or low, has been relieved or even sub- 
jected tocensure. Thoseof them who are in 
the postal service have been protected by 
the Postmaster-General himseif, who in 
that befialf has resorted to > penance misrep- 
resentations, perversions of truthand other 
devices of a shifty kipd which It was gross 
flattery to call merely ene 

At the time of the election of clelegates to 
Minneapolis, the better element of the Ke- 
publican party, the men of character 
and self-respect throughout the State, rose 
in revolt against’ the Johnson- Afrey 
crowd with their organized force of Govern- 
ment employes and defeated them so com- 
pletely as to leave them but four delegates 
all.

WEAVER’S RECORD. 


ALLEGED TO HAVE EXTORTED BRIBES DURING 
THE WAR. 


waco, Tex., Sept. 19.—A few days ago Mr. 
R. 8. Ross became engaged in conversation 
with a number of third i partyites, 
when the question of Gen. Weaver’s 
attitude to the South was sprung. 


Most of the General’s followers fully doubted 
the fact that Gen. Weaver was so hostile to 
the South. Mr. Ross told them he could pro- 
duce the man in a few minutes that Gen. 
Weaver had offered to turn loose for 
abribe. This cast a regular bombshell in 
the ranks of the Third Party men. 
He produced Mr. John Worsham, who said 
openly that Gen. Weaver had taken his father 
up at his homein Tennessee on a most trifling 
charge and then offered to re- 
lease him on a bribe of $725. 
Whereupon, Mr. Worsham responded he 
would ‘‘rot in prison before he would 
putadollarinto his villainous pocket.’’ A. 
McGhee stepped up, and, chiming in, in- 
formed the crowd that he had lived in Ken- 
tucky himself at that time and Knew of the 
fact, and that it was a common practice 
for Gen. Weaver to arrest wealthy Southern 
farmers and release them for bribes, not for 
the government but to put down in his own 
pocket. Itisa hard thing to tear a man’s 
political idol from him, but some have be- 
come disgusted with this golden calf of pol- 
itics and will doubtless retire to the ranks of 
pure Democracy.

MRS. HARRISON BETTER. 


She Will Be Taken to Washington To 
Morrow. 

LOON LAKE Howse, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Not- 
withstanding dreary, rainy weather, the 
condition of Mrs. Harrison is improved. A 
cold rain began falling over Loon Lake 
shortly after midnight, and it continued 
steadily until early morning. The sudden 
change in temperature excited some appre- 
bension as to whether it would have any 
effect on the condition of Mrs. Harrison, but 
when Dr.Gardner came over tothe hotel from 
the President’s cottage for his breakfast 


he reported that his patient was better and 
stronger, having passed a comfortable and 
restful nignt. Aecording to the statements 
of those about her there 1s little in Mrs. Har- 
rison’s present condition to excite serious 
apprehension. With the non-appearance of 
the dreaded watery accumulation inthe cay- 
ity of the pleura, hope has revived in the 
hearts of the patient and the members of her 
family and the suggestion that she be re- 
moved from Loon Lake to Washington wiil 
be carried out. She will probably be removed 
to-morrow. 

A consultation was held this morning be- 
tweed Drs. Gardner and Trudeau, and it was 
decided to grant the wish of the President, 
hisfamily and Mrs. Harrison herself, that 
she be taken to Washington to-morrow, and 
the train having the distidguished invalid 
aboard will be due in Washington Wednesday 
morning. Shortly after the consultation Dr. 
Gardner made the following statement: 

**Nrs. Harrison’s condition, if anything, is 
favorable, and she is to be “removed 
to Washington to-morrow, She has ex- 
pressed a strong desire to be taken back to 
the Waite House, and the President and 
the other members of the family are also 
anxious that she shouid be taken there if the 
removal can be accomplished with any 
degree of safety. Dr. Trudeau has been 
here this morning and we have had acon- 
sultation. We find that Mrs. Harrison is 
much tmproved. There has been no repro- 
duction of the fluid to any extent and in 
view of the fact that the members of the 
family wish to move the patient to Washing- 
ton she will be removed, because in two 
or three days she may not be able to be 
taken away, as the fluid is lIlable 
to be reproduced atany time. She passed a 
very comfortable night and is feeling much 
stronger.’’

A. C. Church Explains the Position He 
Occupies—Committeeman Guion’s Dis- 
play of Wealth and the Oids He Offers 
Against Congressman Cobb’s Renomi- 
nation—Filley G ets Warner’s BOUquet. 


The Twelfth District Congressional Com- 
mittee will meet thisevening in a room in 
the rear of Jim Cronpin’s saloon at 1017 Market 
streets. The object of the meeting, as Chalir- 
man Fred Walsh putsit,is to fix the dates 
for the primary election and convention. 
The provisions of the Ryan law will govern 
the primaries, and each contesting delega- 
tion will haveto put up $50foreach ward. 
The committee, or rather a majority of its 
members, are still fighting Cobb, despite the 
factthat James Butler has stepped down 
and out of the race. The programme of 
Walsh, Guion, Sheridan and other members 
is to elect delegates who will give the noml- 
nation to Alonzo CC. Church or some 
other Democrat. In other words the 
programme is ahybody to beat 
Congressman Cobb for renomination. 
The reason assigned for this opposition is 
that Cobbignored the committee when he 
made his racetwo years ago. This is what 
the hostile committeemen say. Others have 
itthat Mr. Cobb did not give these bosses as 
much money asthey expected. Both the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican machine managers 
and the Twelfth District goitnon the theory 
that the Congressional candidates should 
expend large sums of money, much more, in 
fact, than the salary of the office. 

About a week ago the report was given 
widespread circulation that Mr. Church had 
withdrawn fromthe race. When that gen- 
tleman heard of it, hesaid: ‘‘Not having 
announced myself as a candidate I do not see 
how I could very well withdraw.’’

Mr. Guilo made his proposition. 
‘‘They will support Lon Church as a 
matter of course,’’ he answered. The Third 
Ward Committeman had the money to back 
up his offer. When he made it he produceda 
roll of bills big enough, asone of the crowd 
remarked, to ‘‘choke a dog.’’ 

CHURCH’S POSITION, 

When Mr. Church was asked by a Post-Di1s- 
PATCH representative this morning if he in- 
tended to make the race he paused 
and then answered that he had not 
decided what course to pursue. ‘‘I have 
many friends who W&ant me to run,’’ he 
suid, **but lam not ready just now to say 
that IwilH enterinto any contest with Mr. 
Cobb. I appreciate the fact that itis an 
honor to represent sucha districtin Con- 
gress, particulraly fora young man. It is 
true that I never announced myself as an ap- 
plicant, and not having done so, I don’t see 
how I could have withdrawn as it was re- 
ported some time ago.’’ 

Mr. Church was not disposed to say much, 
but what he did say indicated that he was 
not fully prepared to enter intoa contest 
with the present member from the Twelfth 
District. His position can be summed up 
about as follows: If the committee carries 
out its plant and fixes up matters sothat 
Cobb cannot succeed he wiil § take 
the nomination. The men who are 
urging him to make the race, want himto 
get out and fight for delegations even against 
his friend Mr. Cobb. One thingis now very 
certain, and thatisa majority of the com- 
meemen are after Mr. Cobb’s congressional 
scalp, and if they winat the primaries they 
will give the nomination to Churchif he 
wants it.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. 


That the Australian ballot is a success is 
conclusively demonstrated by the results 
in the recent elections in Arkansas, Ver- 
montand Maine. In all of these States 
the ‘‘Kangaroo’’ system was used and in 
all of them there are demands for its 
abolition from Republicans, Congressman 
Boutelle summing up all objections with 
the terse remark ‘‘d— the Australian bal- 
lot.’’ 

The objections, however, when analyzed 
do notcommend themselves as pertinent 
or exactly honest. They may all be re- 
duced to the fact that the Republicans cast 
too few ballots and the Democrats too 
many, which, from a Republican point of 
view, is a very serious objection, indeed. 
In Arkansas the law limited the time for 
making up the ballot to five minues; this, 
it was charged, shut out many illiterates 
and persons who write painfully with 
their tongues in their cheeks. The Ar- 
kansas ballot, however, is one of the sim- 


‘plest in use, and even slow-witted people 


should have no difficulty in preparing it 
for the box. In England experience proves 
that with four booths 150 to 200 ballots can 
be made up and deposited in one minute. 
Educated Americans can certainly do as 
well, and illiterates may command assist- 
ance if they want to exercise their rights. 

The truth is the plutocrats and their 
bondmen, the Republican politicians, 
have caught sight of the last ditch. Money 
is the only hope of the money power. ‘To 
abclish blocks-of-five methods is to make 
it impossible for corruption to outvote 
honesty. A free ballot restores the pawer 
offree men to govern themselves and de- 
stroys forever the power of monopoly and 
special privileges, except such as are 
granted intelligently by the people them- 
selves.

MR. SCHURZ ON CORRUPTION. 


Mr. Schurz is not too emphatic in his 
condemnation of corruption in politics. 
The wholesale purchase of votes, resulting 
in many cases in the defeat of the will of 
the people, has become so common that 
politicians of the ‘‘practical’’ variety re- 
gard it with cynical composure as one of the 
legitimate methods of political procedure. 
‘‘We are toldthat thetarifi is the issue 
of this campaign,’’ says Mr. Schurz. ‘‘I 
certainly do not underestimate the im- 
portance of any of its aspects, but I regard 
it as only a part of afar more comprehen- 
sive question which is not merely eco- 
nomic, but politicalin nature, and con- 
cerns the general working, in fact the 
moral yitality, of ourdemocratic system 
of government.’’ This greater question 
he holds to be that ef money corruptly 
used and the power of'the machine. 

It seems tous that Mr. Schurz has re- 
versed the order of cause and effect and in- 
cluded the greater in the lesser, Purchased 
elections are nothing but symptoms of the 
real evil, which is the creation of class 
distinctions based upon monopoly and 
privilege. It cannot be contended that 
these monopoliesand privileges were bought 
in the first instance. During the civil 
war they were granted as a means of get- 
ting revenue. The people of the North 
acquiesced in tariff bills which were de- 
signed solely as revenue bills. Interested 
persons took adventage of the situation 
and by deception and fraud succeeded in 
perpetuating a system of which the con- 
sequence is a plutocratic government sup- 
ported by a plutocratic party. 

Such a party must of necessity be antag- 
onistic to the interests of the people, It 
is anti-popular, anti-democratic. It 
stands for an aristocracy of wealth, the 
cruelest and stupidest of all aristocracies. 
But sooner or later the plain people see 
through the deceptions. They cannot be 
bamboogled forever, Then elections must 
be bought. The aristocracy, haying no in- 
fluence over an honest and well-to-do 
voter, must form an alliance with the dis- 
honest, the outcast, the tramp and floater. 
This is what has happened in America. The 
plutocracy at one end of the social scale 
and the pauper at the other are leagued 
against free government, 

In such circumstances it is useless to de- 
nounce bribery and corruption, As long

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ANARCHIST BERGMANN SENTENCED 10 
| TWENTY-TWO YEARS. 


HE PLEADS NOT GUILTY TO THE EIGHT 
CHARGES. 


The Prisoner Oool and Self-Possessed— 
Murderous Work of a Chicago Switch- 
man—Long Chase After a Wife Mur- 
derer—Arson and Suicide in Wisconsin 
—Crime News. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 19.—Alexander Berg- 
mann, the anarchist who tried to kill H. OC. 
Frick, was placed on trial this morning in 
the Criminal Court, Judge McClung presid- 
ing. It was not generally known that the 
case would be called and there were very few 
people in the room, Bergmann looked 
well, hotwithstanding his confinement, 
and was as cool as anyone 
present. He pleaded not guilty to the six 
charges of felonious assault and battery, en- 
tering a building with felonious intent and 
carrying concealed weapons. He hag no 
counsel and preferred toconduct his own 
case. A jury was obtained with trouble and 
the case was opened by District Attorney 
Burleigh. 

H. C, Frick was the first witness. He told 
of Bergmann’s visits to the office previous to 
the shooting and recited in a graphic manner 
the story of the attempted assassination. The 
clothing worn by him on the day ofthe as- 
sault was exhibited and was a gruesome 
Sight. The coat and trousers were bloody 
and filed with holes. When they were shown 
Bergmann coolly leaned forward, but did not 
seem to take any interestintheexhibit. He 
was asked ifhe wantedtoaskany question 
and sald: 

**‘I want toask him if I saidI wanted to 
shoot Mr. Leishman, for I did not.’’ 

The witness said he didnot know whether 
he did or not. 

‘*That is all,’’ said the defendant. 
no more questions,.’”’ 

Dr, Litchfield then took the stand and de- 
scribed the nsture of Mr. Frick’s wounds. 
He was followed by Vice-Chairman Leish- 
man, the only one present when the assault 
was made. His testimony inthe main was a 
corroboration of the evidence given by Mr. 
Frick, 

Wien the witness concluded his testimony, 
Bergmann said: ‘*Are you surel intended to 
shoot you?’’ 

‘*Yes, lam, and you said atthe preliminary 
hearing you intended to kill Mr. Frick.’’ 

‘*W hat you say is not true,’’ answered the 
defendant. 

David Fourthey, the eleyator man, was 
then called, and in his testimony said Berg- 
mann said he did not want to hurt anyone, 
but he wanted to kill Frick. 

Herethe Commonwealth rested, and the 

Judge asked the defendant if he had any- 
thing tosay. Hesaid he desired an inter- 
preter. 
@Wilie refused to be sworn and had a pamphlet 
from which he started to read, when the 
court said: ‘*You need only to giye the 
facts.’’ 

Bergmann: ‘‘Iclaima right to makea full 
defense, as I have no attorney and no wit- 
nesses,’’ 

Continuing, Bergmann said: ‘‘I know an 
example will be made of me for my act and 
little concern will be had of it, as little as the 
murder of John Brown and the murder of 
the five men on the Chicago gallows in 1888, 
The injustiece of the ruling classes is 
to Diame for this. They oppress the 
workingmen. Ibelong to those who were 
murdered at Chicago. Thatcrime made me 
think and brood, Astheend striven for at 
Chicago failed when Jmy friends were mur- 
dered, so willthe end sought in my case not 
avail. He had read about an hour when 
Judge McClung said: « 

‘*You must finish by 1 o’cloeck,’’ 

‘*Well,’’ said Bergmann, ‘‘l ean have all 
the time 1 want for my defense, and will take 
all the time I need.’’ 

‘-Well, we will teach you 
think you can dictate to us. 
Said Judge Meclung: ‘*You will have until 
1o’cloek, Thatis twice as long as we would 

have given your attorney had you 6ne.’’ 

‘*] was told by an attorney I could have ail 
the time I needed,’’ said Bergmann. 

‘*Well, he Was mistaken,’’ answered the 
Court. 

‘*This the beginning of the end,’’ continued 
Bergmann. ‘‘It Is now a war against the 
present condition of affairs. The rich grow 
richerandthe poor grow poorer, and the 
end is near, -These smail_ strikes wiil 
soon end in a large one and 
freedom to all the workmen of the world will 
follow, andthis great étrike is not so far 
away as youthink. Inalilands preparation 
is being made for it, And now forimy own 
acts. What were my motivesifor this crime 
and what have they accomplished? The 
provocation was great,.’’ 

At this point Judge McClung said: ‘‘Itis 1 
o’clock; we will give you five minutes 
more. >> 

‘*l cannot give my motives in that time,’’ 

*‘*Well, you must,’’ said the Court, 

‘-My reason for my act was to free the earth 
of the cppressors of the workmen. I wanted 
to punish him, not murder him. I did not 
assauit Mr, Friex, but the person who had 
oppressed labor, Lrecognized no man by a 
name, but the cause of the troubie, and I 
wanted to remove that cause.’’ 

Here the court interrupted him, ‘You 
have had vour time,’’ said the court, ‘‘and 
you must stop. We have been too in- 
dulgent.’’ 

The case wasthen given to the jury, and 
without leaving the box a verdict of guilty 
was found. The defendant was at once Calied 
for sentence and said; 

‘*] did not expect justice, and I did not 
get it.’’ 

He was then sentenced to twenty-one years 
in the penitentiary on the five charges of 
felonious assault, and entering a Dullding 
with felonious intent,*and totie Work-house 
for one year for carrying concealed weapons. 
Bergmann looked sullen and throwing back 
his head put his hat on and started to leave 
the room. He was at once taken in Charge 
and removed to jail,

St. Louis Passengers of the Norman- 
nia Arrive Home, 


RELEASED ON SATURDAY FROM THEIR 
FIFTEEN DAYS’ QUARANTINE.

Druggist Weinsberg, Ons of the Rsturned 
St. Louisans, Tells of Their Experience 
~—New York Quarantine Methods Con- 
demned—-A “Normannia’’ Concert 
Amidst Strange Surroundings ; 


The St. Louis passengers of the now famous 
Hamburg-American {steamer § Normannia, 
late of the cholera fleet at the New York 
Quarontine, arrived at their homes in this 
city last night and this mopning. They are 
as follows:

The Normannia isthe steamer which ar- 
riving at the New York Upper Quarantine 
Sept. 3 was, after a few hours detention 
there, sent to the Lower Quar- 
antine, from there to Sandy Hook, 
her passengers then being sent to 
the Narrows at night through a storm, then 
to Fire Island on board the ‘‘Cepheus,’’ at 
which time the Fire Island riot occurred, 
afterwards left for nearly two days without 
food or beds, and only released from their 
terrible position on Saturday last, aftera 
quarantine experience of fifteen days, the 
events of whichare probably without par- 
allel in all quarantine history. Following, 
as this experience did, an ocean voyage with 
cholera on board, the dread plague 
causing five deaths and attacking 
in all nine passengers during the 
voyage, the unfortunate travelers who came 
over in the Normannia found their sum- 
mer’s European outing closed amidst scenes 
of pestilence, death and threatened blood- 
shed, the story of which reads like one of 
Clark Kussell’s most tbrilling romances of 
sea adventure and disaster, 

TELL THEIR EXPERIENCE. 

Immediately upon learning of the arrival 
home of the st. Loulsans who had come over 
in the Normannia, a Post- Dis- 
PATCH reporter was detailed to _ get 
their story of the tragic voyage 
and the thrilling events of their fifteen days’ 
quarantine. From Mr. George Welinsberg, 
one of the number, who is a druggist at 
Eleventh and Marion streets, the story was 
obtained, 

‘*‘Myself and family arrived in St. Louis lagt 
night,’’ said Mr. Weinsburg, ‘‘after losing 
nota momentin gettingen route from New 
York. The Normania’s passengers were only 
released fromm quarantine day before yester- 
day, you know, and I at once started for St. 
Lots. Pastor Jonas and family also re- 
turned in the same sleeper with us, andl 
think the O’Fallons of St. Louis and others of 
the Normannia’s passengers living in this 
city returned at the same time, 

‘*‘We have had aterrible experience, antl 
one that reflects most bitterly on the quaran- 
tine system prevailing in New York. Tile 
whole’ thing came upon us, too, like a 
thunderbolt from a clear sky, beginning with 
the Normannia’s arrival at the New York Up- 
per Quarantine. There had been several 
deaths on the voyage, but you must remen- 
bey that the Norimannia carried 540 cabin pas- 
sengers and several hundred in the steerage, 
and there was not the sifghtest feeling of un- 
easiness On board, The deaths were from 
cholerine, and not from Astatic cholera, 
am conyinced. Butfrom the moment when 
Health Officer Jenkins bDvarded the Nor- 
munnia everything was cholera. 

QUARANTINE EXPERIENCE. 

’’One passenger died from diabetes and 
another fromconsumption after our deten- 
tion at quarantine, but both were reported 
as deaths from cholera. Of course tite 
papers have already told the full story of 
the happenings at upper and lower quar- 
antine,on boardthe Cepheus and at Fine 
Island, soitis unnecessary to dwell gpon 
those events. But the fact that 

we were al- 
zo) 83r—swyitthout food from 
dinnerone day until night the next, ani 
without a place to sleep during that inter- 
vening night, shouid certainly be dwelt upon 
in condemnation of the New York Quaran- 
tine. lion, Mr. McPherson, ones of the pag 
sengers intends to make a formalattack upon 
the system that caused such unnecessary 
suffering. We did not object to being held in 
quarantine, but we did object to the un-

CHOCTAW POLITICS, 


Questions That Divide the Nationalists 
and Progressives. 

Paris, Tex., Sept. 19.—Your correspondent 
met Hon. J. B. Jackson at Antlers, I. T., yes- 
terday and obtained a statement of the pres- 
ent Choctaw troubles from the standpoint of 
the National party, whose candidate he was 
in the recent Gubernatorial contest. Jackson 
is @ lawyer by  ~profession, though 
now engaged in farming. He is a 
handsome man of 40 years, a full blood Choc- 
taw,a& graduate of Roanoke College, Virginia. 
tle is a broad, conservative man and at no 


time during the interview did he use any 
personal censure of his opponents or exhibit 
any evidence of personal feeling, 

The Choctaw Council consists of twelve 
Senators and twenty {Representatives and 
they canvass and declare the result in all 
elections for national officers, Thejsupreme 
Court cgnsists of a Justice elected from each 
ofthe three judicial districts and each of 
these Justices canvasses and announces the 
result of the vote In his district as to district 
and county officers, including members of 
the Council, From these decisions there is 
no appeal. 

‘*The Progressive party. said Mr. Jack- 
son, *‘‘of which Hon, Wilson N. Jones was the 
candidate at the recent election, had its 
origin in 1870, At the session of the Council 
preceding the general election a proposition 
was introduced for the allotment, and aftera 
heated debate was referred to a popular 
vote. The advocates of the measure as- 
sumed the name of Progressives. It was 
overwhelmingly defeated, as they were then 
and since, until at the election of 1890, Mr. 
Jones was elected over Smallwood, Their 
administration has been marked by a fallure 
to enforce our laws, by neglect of our schools 
and charitable institutions and by mis- 
management of the nation’s funds, We made 
the campaign strictly on these lines.

I would be glad 
if every vein of coal was worked, if saw-milils 
were planted in every forest, and if our un- 
rivaled water-powers were turning factory 
wheels; whether operated by citizens or non- 
citizens, they are equally an advantage to 
the nation, since ailike they pay royalty to 
the National Treasury, and thelr increase is 
our gain and to the benefit of our schools, 
which are thus supported. Itis true we do 
do not favor allotment, and it istrue aliot- 
ment lurks in the backg;ound of the Pro- 
gressive platform. We believe that a large 
number of our people are not yet fitted 
for the change allotment would bring, They 
would falla prey to the boomer, I regret to 
sax, to those ourown people whose su- 
perior intelligence and attainments would 
enable them to turn their allotment to their 
own profitand who, moved by this selfish 
motive, are busiest urging it on.

north of No, 6, he followed and arrested them 
and then went to No. éand arrested every- 
body inthe house. Jim Brophy, a bartender 
at McDermott’s saloon, on the northeast cor- 
ner of Eleventh and Chestnut streets, was in 
a room up-stairs, and Mrs. Ellen Nabb, the 
woman who manages the place, and Minnie 
Fitzgateer, her servant girl, were in the 
kitchen. The wounded man wags found in 
the rear portion ofthe house trying to get 
out the back door. The prisoners were taken 
tothe Four Courts and Redd tothe City Dis- 
pensary. Dr. Fitzpatrick found that the ball 
had entered the wounded man’s right breast, 
and he sent himtothe City Hospital.

REDD SAID IT WAS BROPHY, 


The two men arrested in Jim Harrison’s

At the Dispensary 
Redd had claimed that he was shot by a man

STILL ANOTHER CUT 


The Magnates Have a'New Scheme to 
Reduce Salaries. 


THE “BASE BALL SEASON WILL BE 
SHORTENED TWO MONTHS, 


Players Will ‘Lose their April’and October 
Pay — The Ball Players’ Hard Luck 
Story—Cyclists’ Military Manoeuvers 
at Jefferson Barracks a Great Success 
—General Sporting News. 


There was a time when the professional 
base-ball player was mighty in the land. 
| When he looked on managers and magnates 
with disdain and drew back the hem of his 
garment when the pugilist orathlete passed 
by. But the mighty have fallen, the descent 
was deep and the hard-luck story of the ball- 
player fills the land. 

From being the masterof the magnate he 
has now become that worthy’s most abject 
slave. He can’t remain a base-ball player 
hereafter and be otherwise. Slowly but surely 
the magnate has wound his coils 
about the poor playerand now that he has 
him completely in his power his thoughts 
will not dwell so much on mercy as On re- 
venge for the Brotherhood movement. 

The first actin the base balltragedy was 
the absorption of the American Association, 
next camé the distribution of material, done 
with such fairness that the Eastern teams 
were at the top. Then came the 
separation of the championship season 
which afforded a grand opportunity for a 
slicing down of salaries in the middle of the 
year. 

The players of the League are now looking 
with anxious eyes to the outcome of the 
League meeting in November, when 
issues of vital importance will come up for 
discussion and settlement. ‘ 

First among these is another move that 
will affect the player’s pocket-book. The 
Eastern magnates are all in favor of short- 
ening the season from May 1toOct. 1. This 
year operations commenced April 12 and will 
continue until Oct. 15. Eastern presidents 
say that base ball is a dead loss tothom 
during April and October on account of the 
weather. The public are not much Inter- 
ested in basefball during April and October 
but it means a good deal to the players 
whether the season lasts seven or five 
months, for in the latter instance they would 
be deprived of two months’ salary. 

This latterreason alone has made it very 
popular with the magnates. President Von 
der Ahe, who would like the championship 
season to last over Fair week, does not favor 
the move, but he stands alone. It,looks as 
though there would be a single championship 
series and a five months’ season next year. 
Again the question arises, ‘‘Will the worm 


turn?’’ 
THE CHAMPIONSHIP CONTEST. 


The feature of the race for the champion- 
ship last week was the splendid style in 
which Boston spurted. The champions of 
the first division played in magnificent form, 
capturing five games of the six played,which 
enabled them to pass Pittsburg and secure 
second place. They ase now but six games 
behind Cleveland and the Spiders will have 


to hustle to retain their present position, 
providing, of course, Boston continues at the 
pace they set last week. The Clevelands 
broke even, winningthree out of six games 
played, Pittsburg also came out with the 
same record, but Boston’s spurt pushed them 
down tothird piace.
